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COMMENTARY. 
Population 


The population of the area continues to increase, having reached 
20,280 in 1972. The corresponding figure for 1971 was 19,690 so that 
there has been an increase of 590 or 5%. These are the lowest figures 
for the area for some years. 


The birth rate as adjusted for population is 17.2 per thousand 
compared with 19.5 per thousand in the previous year, these figures, 
corresponding to the sharp drop in the figures for England and Wales 
which fell from 16.0 per thousand to 14.8 per thousand over the same 
period. The general fall in birth rates is no doubt due to the 
increasing provision of family planning facilities and their acceptance 
by the public. 


Death rate as adjusted fc ‘pulation structure at i2.1 per 
thousand is the same as that fx igland and Wales. There was a 
marked increase in the number o aths from cancer this year 
especially of the stomach and ti ung. There were no less than eleven 
deaths from lung cancer in 1972 compared with only three in 1971. 
Efforts continue to be made to r ce cigarette smoking through health 
education but it has to be admit that so far there has been o nly 


limited success. 


The illegitimacy rate ai remains the same as in the previous 
year whereas the rate for :En aud and Wales rose from 8% to Of. 
This follows the general patt in recent years. 


Infectious Disease 


Once again the only con: «erable number of notifications of 
infectious disease was of 1U7/ cases of measles. Vaccination against 
measles is only slowly gaining general acceptance and many parents do 
not keep the appointments made for their children, partly because they 
regard measles as a minor disease and partly through fear of adverse 
reactions to the vaccine. 


The only other notification was of a single case of pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 


Immunisation 


The current programme of immunisation against diphtheria tetanus 
whooping cough and measles in infancy has continued but, as noted above, 
the acceptance of measles vaccine is not as high as one could wish. 
However, the position is improving slowly and it is to be hoped that 
in the near future measles vaccinenwill be accepted as readily as the 
others. 


Smallpox vaccine as a routine procedure has now been discontinued. 
The areas of the world where smallpox is prevalent become smaller each 
year and it is felt sk of importation of the disease is now 
so small that even + ight risks associated with vaccination are 
no longer justified. 


Rubella (german es) vaccination is offered to girls on entry 
to secondary school an. .s almost invariably accepted.

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


It is with pleasure that I submit my twenty-sixth annual report on the 
Sanitary conditions of the district for the year ending 31st December, 1972. 


The staff of the department consists of an additional Public Health 
Inspector, Mr. R. Evans, one full-time Shorthand Typist/Clerk and a full 
time Rodent Operator and one full-time Technical Assistant-Smoke Control. 


INSPECTION AND SUPERVISION OF THE PREPARATION 
AND SALE OF FOOD 


Regular inspections have been made of cafes, hotel kitchens, ice cream 
premises, food shops, stalls and vehicles for the purpose of enforcing the 
requirements of the Food and Drugs Act, Food Hygiene (General) Regulations 
1966 and Bye-Laws. 


During the year, warnings were given in respect of breaches of the 
Food Hygiene Regulations. 


The following articles of food, other than fresh meat, were surrendered 
to me during the year and classified as unfit for human consumption:- 


Tinned Goods 211 lbs 
Frozen Goods 407 lbs

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There is one licensed slaughterhouse:in the district, and one 
hundred per cent meat inspection was carried out following slaughter. 
During the years 520 visits were made and the carcasses and organs 
of 1306 animals were inspected. The total weight of meat classified 
as unfit for human consumption was 121 lbs.

During the year, 37 visits were made to the premises 
and 8 notices were served in respect of breaches of the Regulations with 
regard to cleanliness and sanitary conveniences. 


LICENSED PREMISES 


Visits have been made to all licensed premises in the area for the 
purpose of checking sanitary accommodation, washing facilities and general 
conditions under the Food and Drugs Act and Food Hygzeane Regulations. 


TENTS, VANS AND SHEDS 


There are two licensed sites*in the area, the larger being under 
the control of the local authority and having accommodation for 571 
caravanse ‘There is a small private site which has accommodation for 
four caravans. 


The sites are provided with washing facilities, piped water supply, 
waste water drainage and water closets. 


OFFICES, SHOPS AND RAILWAY PREMISES ACT, 1963 


The total number of registered premises at the end of the wowor years 
was 177 this total being made up of 30 offices, 121 retail shops and 
26 catering establishments open to the public. The total number of 
persons employed at these premises was534. A total of 248 visits were 
made by Inspectors to registered premises.
